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When  Pennsylvania  Female  College  was  established  in 
1869,  the  founders  could  never  have  imagined  what 
Chatham  University  would  have  developed  into  today, 
140  years  later.  140  years  is  a  lot  to  celebrate  from 
traditions,  to  academic  success,  to  campus  growth.  The 
excitement  began  this  past  year  when  the  campus 
community  was  asked  to  venture  out  to  Chapel  Hill  to 
see  the  hillside  filled  with  luminaries  glowing  "140." 
Community  service  was  also  highlighted  during  this  past 
year  as  140  students,  faculty  and  staff  participated  in 
working  around  Pittsburgh  for  organizations.  The 
Chatham  community  has  a  lot  more  to  look  forward  to, 
with  the  development  of  the  Eastside  and  Eden  Hall 
Farm  campuses.  Here's  to  another  140! 


Greetings  from  President  Barazzone 

As  Chatham  University  celebrated  its  140th  anniversary  during  the  past 
academic  year,  we  often  cited  the  many  differences  between  Chatham  circa 
1869  and  the  Chatham  of  today.  These  include: 

-  enrollment:  where  Chatham  has  grown  from  103  students  at  its  founding 
to  2,300  students  today; 

-  size:  from  one  building  on  a  modest  10%  acre  site  to  36  buildings  on  427 
acres,  the  largest  college  or  university  by  land  holdings  in  western 
Pennsylvania; 

-  diversity:  from  a  student  body  drawn  solely  from  the  Pittsburgh  area  to 
one  that  is  now  drawn  from  44  states  and  23  countries  around  the  world; 

-  organization:  from  solely  a  women's  college  to  a  complex  university 
containing  three  colleges  (the  historic  women's  college,  a  graduate  college,  and 
a  college  for  continuing  and  professional  studies)  and  a  new  School  of 
Sustainability  &  the  Environment;  and 

-  recognition:  from  a  college  scarcely  known  outside  Pittsburgh  to  a  small 
university  whose  national  reputation  for  excellence  has  been  validated  by 
peers  and  publications  like  Princeton  Review  and  US  News  &  World  Report. 

These  differences  show  how  far  Chatham  has  come  in  140  years,  but  they 
must  not  obscure  the  fact  that  despite  all  that  has  changed  between  then  and 
now  some  things  have  remained  the  same.  And  one  thing  that  has  remained 
consistent  through  140  years  of  growth  and  innovation  has  been  Chatham's 
dynamic  students,  whose  high  quality  and  commitment  to  their  alma  mater 
has  remained  strong  throughout  the  years. 

Indeed,  the  Chatham  student  of  today  would  fit  right  in  with  Chatham 
students  from  any  era.  Don't  believe  me?  Look  at  the  attached  picture  from 
Chatham's  140th  anniversary  celebration  and  see  how  Jasmine  Davis  (far 
right  in  the  photo),  President  of  Chatham  Student  Government,  looks  in 
period  costume! 

Congratulations  to  the 
members  of  the  Class  of  2010. 
Thank  you  for  all  you  have 
done  and  will  continue  to  do  to 
ensure  Chatham's  continued 
success.
